No direct experience, Bill, but the following except from Radio Transmitters, 
a 1961 book by Laurence Gray and Richard Graham, might be useful to start: 


"The [configuration] is seldom used in transmitter power amplifier RF circuitry, 
although it has found use as a driver power amplifier in cases where the RF load 
may vary. A typical application has been as a driver for a grounded-grid 
television RF power amplifier in which the load presented to the driver varies 
with the video modulation of the radio frequency. A practical difficulty in 
applying the cathode follower is the special care necessary to prevent overdriving 
the tube. The grid to cathode RF driving voltage is a small percentage of the 
total RF voltage existing from grid to ground. Therefore small misadjustments 
in the tuning of either the input or output tuned circuits can easily result in 
overdriving the tube and hence result in excessive grid dissipation. 


"The cathode follower has a relatively large amount of coupling between the 
input 
and output tuned circuits due to the close spacing between the control grid and 
cathode. Thus the cathode follower will require neutralization at all but the 
very 
lowest frequencies. The cathode follower with a tuned circuit in the grid also 
forms the basic circuit of a Colpitts oscillator and will often behave as such. 
The stray capacities that exist between the grid and cathode and from cathode to 
ground form the necessary feedback path for the oscillator." 


They go on to say more exhaustive treatment is beyond the scope of the book 
because 
it is rarely used. FWIW...

G'day Gang, 
A few questions regarding the HRO-M series. 


1. The value of the cathode bias resistor in the 2nd I.F. amplifier 
(R9) is listed in my manual as from 1K to 5K as compared to that in the 
1st I.F. stage (R4) as 300 Ohms. Why the difference between stages and 
why the variation of 1K to 5K for R9? Was this to compensate for 
variation in valve performance and if so how does one go about 
experimenting with these values? Should one be looking for more stage 
gain or more sharpness in the stage response? Could this not be 
temporarily replaced with a trim-pot whilst experimenting and once a 
satisfactory setting has been found, replace with a fixed resistor of 
the measured value (or thereabouts)? 


2. There is a trimmer capacitor (un-named in the circuit diagram but 
marked as 9 on an overhead photo) linking the output of the crystal 
filter to the I.F. coil in the grid circuit of the 1st I.F. amplifier. 
What is the purpose of this trimmer? How does one know if this has been 
fiddled with by previous owners and how does one go about checking and 
adjusting if necessary? This is not covered in the manual I have.

810 and a 4-400 that appear pristine. None of the above signs. They came 
from a public institution and could very easily have been new surplus that 
was donated. I think they are new, but can't prove it. Anyone have any 
other things to look for besides building an amplifier to test them in? 
And, has anyone seen a circuit to test large amplifier tubes (similar to 

a regualar tube tester?

Hello Group 
I (again) have some questions that may be answered in this esteemed symposium. 


I recently acquired an very nice HQ180AX. All functions on this receiver 
were more or less operational and I felt that after a through alignment the 
few problems that I experienced would disapear. Not. Heres what I'v got. 1. 
The AM audio in the 3K bandpass position (supposed to be 6K in the double 
sideband setting) still sounds too narrow. I'll admit that this is a bit 
subjective but I feel it should have a bit more (HI) FI. I thought the 
alignment would cure this but it still sounds too narrow. 2. There is a 
problem with the AGC that is especially annoying in the SSB mode. I think 
that every receiver I own, had or has a AGC problem, why???. This problem 
manifests its self in a sort of a "punch out" of the leading edge of words. 


This occurs on strong signals only and is a bit hard to describe, I have'nt 
determined if the AGC is too slow and distorting for an instant or if the 
AGC is bringing the gain down too far. I think its the former. This may 
involve the much touted delayed AGC circuit. I went through the agc area 
this weekend and I rounded up the usual suspects but after a few 
replacements and tests : no joy. I did get the AGC to work in 3 speeds as 
advertised but must admit that I think the DEOXIT cured that problem. So 
there you go. Any Hammurlund experts see this before. I'd appreciate the 
help before I really tear into to this receiver. I'll post the results to 
the group if I have any luck or if any thing happens that may be of 
interest to the group. I'll also share the secret of the GOOD 6C4 that 
caused the 15 through 30 Mc. band to appear completely dead! Thanks for the 
help.

Hi gang (in the colonies!) 


Been watching the thread re valve wirelesses. Ideal for warming the shack. 
Main rx here is a Racal 17 circa 50 years old, as used by the BBC world 
service for monitoring all you foreign chappies. Has a temperature 
controlled sealed master oscillator and continuous stepless of course 
coverage up to 30 Mcs. Note, NOT Mhz. This rig has an independent sideband 
section, you can listen to one or both or none as you wish, it has variable 
IF and AF gain, it's got seven separate switched filters, different widths, 
you tune the rig in two stages, first to each one megacycle band, eg for 20 
metres you first tune the main tune knob to 14 Mcs, then you have a 
continuous film scale about 1 metre long which tunes the decimal point 
onwards as it were. Hard to describe if you've never seen one. There's a 
built in xtal calibrator for setting up on each band, and the audio quality 
using a good externa; speaker is very excellent medium to hi-fi. 


The rig is switched off once a year for maintenance checks and re-started 
from cold. It needs about three hours from scratch to settle, then the 
drift is virtually un-measurable on my $5000 Racal pro frequency meter. 


I once investigated the possibility of taking out a new for old insurance 
on it, and asked Racal for a quote for the nearest current model. The 
replacement cost was that high, the insurance company refused to quote. 


The unit takes up a full depth 19 ins rack cabinet, not the puny ones at 
half depth you see nowadays, half of this would be stuck out back on one of 
those. I have mine on the bench with two extra 2 x 2 in timber struts under 
it for safety sake. 


Current going price for one of these here in the UK is still up to $650 for 
a good one! There's also a matching (47 in high!) rack mounted tx unit, 
about 1500Qw out, but whilst I've seen one, I've never had the opportunity 
to buy or operate one. The tx does all the rx does in modes, and there's a 
link unit goes between, (another 12 in rack mount) for the changeover 
switching!. Not qrp, but by jiminee, a jolly good shack warmer, chaps! 


"Each unit sold with money back guarantee, and voucher for two tons of 
floor strengthening concrete!" Not for use in loft space shacks, these real 
wirelesses! 


I've had mine for over twenty years, got a spare set of valves for it, 
check 'em once a year, replaced two in that time, sigh, they don't build 
‘em like they used to - - - - -

I have a TV-7 with a slight calibration problem. It seems to be a 10 
point consistent error in the bias adjustment according to some tests 
that I have run. I am aware that someone was listed as calibrating 
these animals on previous posts and was wondering if a listmember savvy 
to that information could supply his name/address to me. 


Alternatively, it would be interesting to hear what kind of calibration 
manuals exist to assist me in doing it myself. What did the depot do? 
I would think that all of the circuitry could be calibrated as resistive 
voltage dividers using fixed resistive loads. While the switching 
circuit is a nightmare (and quite compact) there are really only 5 
internal pots for calibration. It appears that only 2 at a time might 
be interactive. (there is a schematic in the case). I think it 
represents an interesting problem and suspect that a chart of loads, 
voltage and resistance measurements would suffice to calibrate but I may 
be all wet. What opinions do we have out there?

I have a ham friend in Italy who is trying to identify a missing tube from 
a receiver. The receiver was built?/sold? by Simplex Radio of Turin, Italy 
and the model is "Armonia 146". The radio was bought "used" in the 1930's 
in Genova, Italy. Talk about taking a while to get at a BA restoration! 


Anyway, the radio is missing the audio output tube. The socket for the tube 
consists of 5 pins, 4 of which are offset within the base circle, not 
symetrical as far as being evenly spaced so they make a square, and there is 
a center pin in the base as well. 


The diagram he sent is as follows. Note g2 attaches to the base center pin. 


This is not a pin on top of the tube, it is part of the base socket and in 
the center of the tube. 


He indicates that the filament voltage is 4 volts and the no-load plate 
voltage is 370. The tube socket diameter is about 30 millimeters. 


Of the other three tubes, he can only read the info on one, it appears 
to say A 48. 


Anyone have any guesses at what tubes might fit this description?

I have a solid but rust home brew tubular tower, and i will use the paint 
on "rust to magnetite" converter, after an attack with a wire wheel in the 
drill... of course if you can sand blast and re galvanize that is the 
best.. but probably cost more than a new tower...I would go with an epoxy 
paint or a poly urethane... over a high zinc primer..90% plus zinc is 
avaialable...but zinc chromate is fine .. make sure your primer is 
compatable with the paint you want to use. as paints are "systmes" now 
that you mix at your peril.

A much better way is with a sweep-function generator and an oscilloscope. 
Properly set up, you can then actually SEE your IF passband and see, 
instantaneously, the effect of any changes you make on its shape. This 
method is also very good for setting up IFs to the center frequency of 
any crystal filter involved. In fact, the manual for my HQ-129-X 
describes this technique in very few words. 


My old copy of the RSGB handbook has an article on constructing a 
"wobbulator" type of signal generator designed strictly for aligning 
receiver IF stages. It consists of the signal generator proper and a 
low-frequency frequency modulator for it, with the necessary outputs to 
synch a scope to it.. It covers the standard IF ranges from 10 kC to 2 mc.

Hello gang, 


One common thing I have found in some of the BAs I'm restoring (as the 


SP-600, RME 152-A, R-388, ...) is some small (and sometimes no so small) 
aluminium cover(s) missing. Sometimes (and almost always, if you are in 
Spain :-) ), £inding an spare is, at least, difficult. Covers are not only 
nice looking and useful to protect the electronics of dust, but also to 
isolate RF fields, and are needed in most of the cases to get the equipment 
working fine, alignment and to prevent generated RF to escape out of the 
equipment. 


I have access to a 3 axis CNC machine, capable of cutting with more than 
@.025mm precission in X and Y axis, and ©.1mm in Z axis (so I can also 
engrave the cover or panel). You can control the machine from a CAD PC 
program (as AutoCAD), with a maximum size of 600x400mm (X x Y). I have 
tools from diameters of 0.6 to 3.0mm. My idea is to generate a library of 
needed covers drawings (as the R-390A RF module cover) and then manufacture 
them in 'series' (from 1 to ???). The advantage of this system is that once 
you have the drawing, you can repeat it easily. 


In order to get this project working, I need to know: 


(1) Is there interest in such a project? (of course, this is the 1M$ 
question :-) ). 


(2) If (1) is 'YES', I would need to find templates for most of the covers, 
as I have not a big BA collection (yet ;-) !). One option could be send me 
one spare so I can take the dimensional information from an original. 
Another possibility is to do a good scanning of the cover, so I can print 
it at 1:1 scale. This is a bit risky if I have not the equipment where the 
cover fits, but you can provide me with some reference measures, so I can 
scale the whole thing. Or you can send me a 1:1 drawing made in AutoCAD or 
another CAD program; this could be useful for custom made parts also. 


(3) Some hints!. Perhaps I'm missing something obvious... 


Other things that could be made this way are front panels (engraved or 
plain), small pieces (as the one in the R-388 to fix the rectifier tube and 
the filter capacitor; in my unit, this one is missing, and I know I'm not 
the only one), enclosures, ... All depends of the time I spend with the CAD 
program and the machine. 


I want to state that this is NOT intended to be A BUSINESS, but a service 
to the BA community. Of course, there are some associated expenses (as 
tools, aluminium sheets, ...), but I think we could get pieces at a very 
fair price. 


Well, here you have my idea!. Please, I would gratefully receive any 
feedback about it. 


Please, forgive me if you think this is an off-topic message.

Seems to me I had seen a problem like this posted earlier in the 
week. I found a solution to it which I will be happy to share: 


I have an SP-600JX26 which is in extremely good condition. To bring 
it up to snuff, I have been putting in a few hours into it each 
week. The big job upcoming will be to replace most certainly 
leaking the wax-paper capacitors in the turret but I have another to 
do first. 


Today, hosed out the chassis, cleaned and lubed the gear train, 
replaced the weak tubes, tightened all the tube sockets and a few 
other odds and ends. 


After re-assembling the front panel I powered the receiver up 

and tested things out only to quickly find the BFO had a terrible 
warble to it. Replaced the BFO tube, nada. On a hunch, I tried 
another test and ran the selectivity down to 250 cps and tuned the 
radio to WWV on 15mHz. By using that tight passband, you could hear 
that the VFO was moving around as the signal swished across the 
passband. 


Relaced the 6C4 VFO tube and the OA2 voltage regulator both without 
effect. On a hunch, I removed the top cover and sprayed a little 
DxOxit on the wipers of the variable main tuning capacitor. Helped 
but no decisive fix. Finally, I sprayed a little on the fingers 
which engage the circuits mounted on the turret as it rotates through 
the bands. 


Bingo, that fix'ed it! 


This SP-600 had not been used in a bit so those fingers had become 
oxidized a bit. 


About tuning capacitors in general: It is not a bit uncommon for any 
Capacitor tuned radio to have the bearing tensioners become dirty 
causing noise, especially when tuning or frequency hopping/drift. It 
ought to be S.0.P. to clean these out when initially restoring a 
radio or previous to any alignment. The clips are usually sprung and 
made of copper or brass clips and they press against the shaft the 
capacitor rotor plates are attached to and the capacitor body. 

Simply take a small screw driver, push them back just a snitch and 
spray a light shot of DeOxit on to shaft where the springs touch the 
shaft. Then, rotate the capacitor through its full range a couple of 
times. If frequency hopping or noise persists during tuning after 
cleaning, repeat the process. You may have to get into the area with 
more DeOxit and a toothbrush. There are usually 3+ of these springs 
depending on the design of the capacitor. 


Hopefully, no one has tried to "help" by ever oiling these 
tensioners. If so, or if the plate and/or bearing surface is 
expecially dirty or gummed up, try using somthing like Flux Wash 
initially then follow up with the DeOxit procedure as above. 


Of course, you also want to clean throughly between the plates being 
very careful not to disrupt the spacing. 


Hope this helps.
